SHOULD REMAIN SILENT

POSSIBLE READJUSTMENT 

While maintaining the necessity 
of respecting and the sanctity of in- 
ternational contracts, and without 
permitting any one nation to violate 
existing treaties, the French pre- 
mier has not refused to envisage 
possible readjustment of the Ger- 
man military situation. 

World public opinion has acknew- 
ledged and appreciated the moder- 
ation and serenity of such language. 
It is indeed the reply of the quali- 
fied representative of peace-loving 
democracy. M. Herriot took care to 
remind Germany that first one must 
“respect contracts.” No peace would 
be possible if one or two of the 
contracting parties permitted modi- 
fication by their own will of con- 
tracts signed by several. 

As to stating that the disarma- 
ment conference has done nothing 
and has come to no conclusions, it 
is a questionable argument of ques- 
tionable elegance with respect to 
the sixty-four nations which have 
taken part. Is it at the very mo- 
ment that the conference is going to 
meet again that it can suit Ger- 
many to be abseft from the work 
of peace and to announce that she 
is going to re-arm?

Strike Broken When Em-| 


ployees Permitted to go 
Back to Work 


| NEW WESTMINSTER, B.C., Sept.

MORE TRAFFIC IS THE CURE 


Three thousand railwaymen, it is stated, have 
gone back to work in the western provinces to help 
move the crop. The job will keep them busy most 
of the winter. If the crop was twice as large. and 
markets could be found for it, they would be in 
prospect of steady work until another crop ripen: 

What our railways need, more than co-operative 
economies in the cancellation of trains and services 
and the firing of men. is more traffic to handle. 
When the crop is to be moved there are none to 
many railways and not nearly enough trains in 
regular operation. 

A tariff policy that excludes imports and thereby 
hampers export is in measure responsible for the 
loss of traffic that has put Canadian railways in 
the “red” and their employees off the pay-roll A 
relaxing of that policy. and an aggressive atiemp* 
to exchange ouf surplus commodities for foreign 
products, would do more to keep the railwaymen 
at work and the railways paying their way than can 
be hoped from any process of trying to cut expenses 
faster than the revenues melt away under the in- 
fluence of stagnation

ifayor Davison of Calgary says advertisements 
will be published in the newspapers warning non- 
residents to “Stay away from Calgary. No relief 
will be given transients this winter.” 

If Calgary thus hangs out the “no admittance 
aign. Edmonton and other western cities will be 
‘orced to do the same im self-defence. Otherwise 
the whole transient population in the west would 
fiock to the centres which had not definitely de- 
clared that no stranger need apply to t 
relief. It will become a matter of plain duty 
every city council to make this declaration. and 
advertise it widely and conspicuously. 

Just what will be the situation if that occurs? 
The transient will find himself obliged to go some- 
where but with no place to go. The rural muni- 
cipality in which he has spent a fev’ weeks har- 
vesting will mot recognize him for a permanent 
resident and take care of him through the winter. 
Since be must/ not “ride the rods” he cannot go 
back *home™; and after an 
years the loca! authorities would not put him on the 
relief list there if he did go back. If the western 
cities slam their doors against him, the transient 
will be reduced to the status of an outcast, for whom 
no one assumes responsibility, facing winter with- 
out means or hope of assistance. 

That must not be allowed to happen in this 
covntry whose only difficulty is an embarressmen: 
of riches. But that is what is bound to happen ii 
Ottewa continues to refuse to take charge of the 
transient and provide for him The cities cannot 
do sc. For them to attempt the task would wreck 
their finances, ruin considerabie numbers of their 
taxpayers, and ultimately throw more families on 
the relief list. 

In one way or another the Dominion Govern- 
ment will have to come to the rescue of the tran- 
dient. The cities simply cannot do it, and the 
sooner and more pointedly they sey so the sooner 
Ottawa will come out of its trance and face the 
grim reality of the “transient” problem

The blood pressure is not always the 
varies considerably. For example, any 
excitement or nervousness will send it up, as hap- 
when they took the blood pressure of the 
bride during the wedding ceremony. 

Other factors which may change the pressure 
are: exercise, age, etc. Children have a lower 
pressure than adults, those who are overweight 
generally have a higher pressure than those of 


| normal weight; the condition of the blood vessels 


also influence the blood pressure as hardened 
arteries will send it up and xed arteries with a 
poor tone will send it down. Over-eating, particu- 
larly of the starches, will raise it. 

Some of the conditions in which a high blood 
pressure is likely to be found are: Hardening of 
the arteries, valvular heart leakage, chronic alco- 
holism, gall-bladder trouble, constipation, goitre 
(exophthalmic), too little sleep, oVerwork, over- 
chronic infections of the head, throat, 


Low blood pressure is likely to be found in the 
following conditions tuberculosis, anemia, diabetes, 
typhoid fever, too much tobacco, collapse from 
shock, poor circulation, cancer, lack of thyroid 
secretion, excessive bleeding, nervous breakdown, 
arthritis, etc. Low blood pressure is the condition 
which precedes all disorders where there is great 
enervation, such as tuberculosis of the lungs. 

Many people figure that the way to figure the 
adult pressura is to begin at 100 and then add the 
number of years in the patient's age, however, I 
believe that the pressure should stay below 140 at 
any age. Most patients with high blood pressure 
are entering or past middle age. 

To avoid high blood pressure one should adopt 
those yood habits of living which will maintain 
the general health. Eat plenty of vegetables and 
fruits. Avoid heavy foods and an excess of 
siarches and sugars. Guard against constipation, 
acute infections, worry and excess of alcohol or 
tobacco. Keep serene, keep the weight down and 
learn how to play.

When in a shallow trap, it is
